the children in these districts was 
contrasted with the health of the | 
e°-Hool children in Harrisburg, Pitts- 
burg and Altoona, The percentage of | 
cdefective children in Altoona was 69 
por cent., in Pittsburg 72.2 per cent., | 
while in the rural districts studied 
t-e aggregate of defective children 
amounted to 75 per cent. This means | 
tat three-fourths of the 294,427 coun-! 
try school children in Pennsylvania 5 
‘a e in need of special care and treat 
ment, while even in New. York City; 
only 72 per cent. of the children are | 
at all defective.” 

Reviewing this situation, the Jour- | 
n:l of the American Medical Associa- 
tion recently said: 

“The results of this gurvey of rural | 
schools cannot fail to shatter some, 
of our previously.conceived views re- 
garding rural conditions, and at. the 
game time to point out the remedy. 
Not one state in five today provides 
for its count school children. In 
most of the cities some kind of super- 
vision and care of school children is 
mdintained, but rural schools have 
so far been left very largely to shift 
for themselves, 

“*The welfare of our country,’ says 
Dr. Wood, ‘depends on no factor more 
indispensable, more vital, than the 
welfare of our rural life. Our Tinest 
erops are our children. The farmer 
does not see this truth. If he did, he 
weuld rise up and demand stgte pro- 
tection for his youngsters—a mofe im- 
ports tion: matte er than tariff .regula- 
tion.’

Dise-Harrow for 
Non-Blowing Soil 


(By F. B. Linfietd, Superintendent of 
Montana Experiment Station, in 
Dry Farming) 

There are some farm implements 
for the cultivation of the soil, which 
seem almost indispensable on the 
farms of this western country. They 
are the plow, the disc harrow, and 
the drag harrow. With these tool; 
alone, practically all the farmers can 
prepare a good seed bed, and control 
the weeds. Their work may at times 
be supplemented to advantage by 
other tools, but these threé cannot be 
replaced. 

In our western agriculture, next 
to the plow, the disc harrow is the 
most valuable tool employed on the 
farm. It is generally the first tool 
used after the plow, when it performs 
a two-fold’ work. First, it pulverizes 
the turned-over soil; and second, it 
in a measure packs the subsurface 
onto the suBsqil and makes a fine but 
firm seed: bed.* 

The disc is nearly always lapped 
one-half, so ‘as to leave the ground 
level. If the soil is quite loose, the 
discs are set at a slight angle, while 
if the ground is firm the discs are set 
.at a wider angle so as to Cut deeper. 
We find that this double discing 
after the plow, leaves the soil in fine 
condition’ for the best action of the 
pulverizing | ¢ 


drag harrow - further 


the surface soil. 

In pen sod in the ‘dry. bench 
lands fhe western country, \ 
heavy patrapeten: roller or packe 
puts the sod down firmly on the sub- 
soil, but if such tools are not avail. 
able the disc makes a very good sub- 
stitute. If set so as. not to cut too 
deep, the disc’ is the best tool we 
have found to make a good seed bed 
on this soil. 

In the irrigated districts, we do all 
the plowing we can in, the fall. This 
leaves the soil in good condition to 
take up the winter’s moisture, and 
also permits us to get such land cul- 
tivated and seeded early in the spritig 
which is very important if the larg- 
gst crop yield is to be had. On such 
fall ‘plowed land,\the disc harrow is 
generally the first tool used. Set at 
an angle to cut a good depth, double 
by lapping the disc half, and the first 
step in the preparation of the seed 
bed is well done. 

In our dry. farm ‘country, the prac- 
tice is’ growing of discing the stubble 
land in the fall goon after the grain is 
cut. If there is any moisture in the 
ground this ‘helps to hold it. It may 
also start weed seeds growing, which 


are later killed by turning under with |’ 


the plow. The.same practice is some- 
times followed ‘in the spring to kill 
the early growing weeds, and to hold 
the, moisture’ until the land is plow- 


In most of the dry farm districts 
the land is cropped only every sec- 
ond year, the resting year being used 
to “prepare the land and store mois- 
ture for the next season’s crop. Some- 
times in the rainy season of May and 
June, weeds get a strong start on 
the fallow land. The disc is our best 
tool for cutting out these large weeds, 
There. is, however, a caution to be 
given. at this point. On fallowedyor 
summer tilled land the disc shdéuld 
not be used,.if the weeds can be con- 
quered without it, as it cuts quite 
deep on our friable g ig and makes a 
very deep soil mulch/ thus washing 
more of the soil moisture than is nec- 
essary. If the weeds get too-strong, 
as sometimes happens, the disc must 
be used as the weeds will take more 
moistures out, of the ground than 
would the deep tillage. If possible, 
however, the weeds should be con- 
trolled by shallow tillage. 

In old alfalfa fields, if the stand is 
not as thick as desired, nothing bet- 

: renovate such

surface soil, which thus acts as a 
mulch to preserve the moisture. 
Out in this western country, and 
particularly on the dry bench farms, 
we find hired help very expensive, go 
our practice is to use a four or 8ix- 
horsepower disc. This is a factor in 
economic production, and we find the 
wide discs do just as wood work as 
the narrower ones. As on much of 
the soils some packing as well as 
a cutting effect is desired, we find 
that the best ‘work is done with the 


\14 inch or 46 inch disc wheels.

An article has been appearing in 
several of the western weekly papers 
dealing with the question freyuently 
discussed, that of supporting the local 
merchant in preference to patronizing 
mail order houses. The article ip 
question originally appeared in the 
Farm Journal, an «American publica- 
tion, and was widely, copied. It pur- 
ported to be the experience of ‘a 
farmer whé had commenged in a small 
Way and>with very limited means. 
During his early struggles he had 
been greatly assisted by the local 
merchants who had extended credit to 
him when’ he was unable to pay, and 


carried his account from year to year |. 


until more prosperous times, when 
the state of his finances enabled him 
to. become clear of indebtedness. And 
at this time enters the attractive mail 
order h use Catalogue. The result was 
that instea. of standing by the local 
merchants who, had been his majnstay 
in early days, he sent his money ‘out 
of town; His netghbors also followed 
his. example in patronizing the mail 
order houses, with varying success ia 
securing value for t—eir money. This 
state of affairs had the inevifable re- 
sult of forcing many of the merchants 
of his home town out of business. 
Later the farmers of the surrounding 
district became aware of the fact that 
value of farm property had materially 
decreased. No one wanted to buy a 
farm that was not in the vicinity of a 
good live town, where there were 
good schools and churches and other 
advantages to be had. Most.of the. 
business: places had been closed 
through lack of support, and the town, 
had ‘finally dwindled in. population un-' 
til it had almost ceased to exist. ~ 

This palpable lack of foresight was 
now realized. by the farmers, who fin- 
ally; came to the conclusion that it 
was to their own interest to support 
the local merchant, for by-so doing 
they not only kept the money in cir- 
culation in their own district, but 
also assisted in building up a jive 
business centre adjacent to their 
farms, with all tne advantages it 
gave them, 

This article brought | forth com- 
ments from some farmers, not all of 
whith were favorable. It was pointed 
out that in many cases the country 
merchant charged exorbitant prices 
for his commodities, frequefitly was 
able by so doing to ride pound Yi his 
automobile, and quite often yetirea 
with a competence, after a few yaars 
Rpent in’ successfully. fleecing’. the 
guileless farmer. Another point was 
that the local merctrant did not or 
would not keep a proper .range of 
stock, and it was often mecessary to 
send to the i1ail order uses in or- 
der to receive the sire 1 -quired. 

This is a wide subject, the different 
phases of which must be viewed im- 
partially to arrive at a proper conclu- 
sion. No doubt there are many short 
sighted’ merchants, who for a time at 
least and especiall:- in-the newer set- 
tlements, make a practice c. thargin,7 
éxtortionate prices for their ‘wares. 
These are the men who will tell you 
that the -high freight rates on mos- 
uito ne tting are responsible’ for the 
riées they ask for this article, which 
is equal to the price of silk in more 
favored centres closer to the base of 
supply. There are other merchants 
who: neglect to study the require- 
ments of the trade, and do not keep @ 
properly assort,i stock’ on ” their 
shelves. As a’ cencral rule, however, 
competition comes sooner of later, 


‘and the enterprising man with the 


goods and reasonable prices, is tho 
man who usually gurvives. It is true 
that, the local merchant, the same as 
the farmer is in business to make a 
living, and if fortune favors him, per- 
haps a competence... He sometimes is 
able to indulge’ in the luaury of an 
automobile, and less often succeeds in 
amassing a madest fortune on which 
to retire. Likewise it sometin.es hap. 
pens that the successful farmer owns 
ais own car, and, before he becomes 
too old to enjoy l'fe, is able to dis- 
pose of his farm and retire to a less 
strenuous existence in some centre of 
population, where he can enjoy more 
of the artificial comforts of life. 

No oné with experience can honest-. 
ly deny the fact that real bargains ar 
sometimes picked up through mail or- 
der channels. ‘On the other -hand, 
how often are “bargains” woefully-dis- 
appointing. The small amount savea 
usually’ does not recompense one for 
the feelings of senkentie when the 
“bargains” arrive a are inspected. 

It follows as a general’ principle 
that it is to every one’s advantage 
to patronize’ the local merchant. It is 
manifestly unfair to the local dealer.

Is this a time 
when the expenditure of the 
farmer can be incrensed’?. The 
reverse is rather the case.

lishman’s point of view and atti- 

de towarf the’ Germang after six 

months of war. The letter, dated at 

Hillel House, Cambridge, England, 
says in part: : 

You ask me to dae my impression. 

itions. To my mind 
the most striking feature of the situa- 
tion is still the general absence of vin- 
dictiveness or even contempt for the 
German people. Hnglishmen are join- 
ing the colors by the hundred thous- 
and, but not in the “jingot’ epirit. You 
will perhaps remembey the type of 
man one meots so frequenly! in Lan- 
cashire and Yorkshire—the old Puri- 
tan type—the man who goes to his 
work with the)sense of duty domin- 
an, Et his .work thoroughly, not 
necessarily 
bédause the job is to be done. But 
few or none like the job, but the job 
is there to be done, 

It appears tobe beyond the men- 
tal powers of a German to undc-stand 
this. To him, apparently, war is a part 
of his religion of it is’ nothing. He 
cannot understand that a _ nation 
should go to war because it is part of 
its, religion. to destroy the worship- 
pers of Mars, the war god. It is for- 
tunate for Germany that England is 
not ‘war mau, for if ever the fghting 
blood of ‘the country were really 
stricken with the lust for German 
‘blood, then God help the Germans. 
Personally, am praying that the 
Germans will have sense enough not 
to répeat such escapades as the attack 
on Scarborouga. 

Behind all. this grim’ struggle 
Englishmen have not, lost the feel- 
ing that German flesh and blood are 
still human, and, therefore, they do 
not wish to inflict more suffering on 
German women and children than 
is necessary. For years’ the Ger- 
mans have een mistaking English 
patience for weakness and doca- 
dence. Now they must be compelled 
to listen, and we believe that they 
will see their proper place is by our 
side and not in opposition to us. 

If you hear that England is deter- 
mined to crush Germany beyond re- 
demption treat the report with con- 
tempt. We cannot crush seventy mil- 
lions of people except at an enor 
mous cost, and it would no‘ pay nor 
would it pay»us to divide Germany in- 
to weak and small states. The enemy 
is not Germany, but autocracy.

Turnéd German Army From its Dash 
on Parie and Changed Whole. ‘ 
. Line of Battic — : 

An aeroplane scouting flight which 
made history has come to light, many 
months @&ter it took place. The re- 
port‘of the two aviators making the 
flight turned Gen. von. Kluck’s ¢ol- 
umn toward the south from its dash 
on .Paris in August and changed the 
whole line of battle in the west. , 

A striking feature of the flight, 
moreover, \wag that its course did not 
follow orders, but was determined 
upon the initiative of the flyers. The 
story of the flight, taken from a 
German magazine, devoted to aero- 
nautics, follows: 

“It happened on the occasion of our 
dash on Paris.- The inhabitants: of 
the “city of light” received a daily 
visit from German aviators. The 
latter were acoustoméu td drop u 
couple of bombs every day, but their 
visit hére was not the object of their 
program. The chief thing was to 
keep watch of the movements of the 
aris reserve army. This army had 
marched up with its front toward the 
east and one day an aeroplane went 
up to observe it again. 

“The dviators were struck with the 
uncertain movements of the oppon- 
ents of a German corps, who appear- 
ed to be having a trifling conflict with 
troop3 further north. Upon their own 
responsibility. the aviators changed 
their course and fiew off to the north. 

“They flew and flew, for what they 
saw was well worth closer observa- 
tion. Then they speeded baci: to head- 
quarters and announced that a hostile 
army was marching upon von Kluck’s 
flank. 

“Nobody would believe it at first. 
Cavalry patrols had brought no news 
‘to indicate such a movement. But 
nevertheless it was true. an 

“The teport resulted in the known 
new disposition of the German posi- 
tion in the west, ana in the confer- 
ring of the Iron Cross of the first 
class ypon the pilot and the officer ob- 
server.

~ TE KRUPP WORKS SHOULD FAIL 


THEY SUPPLY NEARLY ALL THE WAR 


MATERIAL 


Persistent Reports that Germany is Running ‘Short of Shot and 
Shell; and Should the Essen Firm Fail to Keep up with 
; the Demand, it Might Bring about the End of the War 


Germany’s most vulnerable pdint 
May be expressed in'a single word— 
Krupp’s. ( 

This great concern at Essen gup- 
plies ghey the whole of Ger- 
many’s war materials, and its in- 
ability to keep up with the enormous 
demands of the kaiser’g great armies 
may bring about the e of the war 
at a much earlier date than has yet 
entered into any one’s calculations. 

As a matter of fact, the capacity 
of the much vaunted Krupp works 
is not nearly so great as the aggre: 
ee capacity of Britain’s five’ most 
mportant armament firms. Reports 
that Germany is running short of shot 
and shell are persistent, and are likely 
enough to be true, and it is notorious 
that Germany is making frantic. ef- 
forts to secure gupplies of metal by 
boa means and at any price. 

here is also plenty of evidence 
that Krupp-manufactured munitions 
are by no means so superior as many 
people had been led to believe, and 
we know, too, that the “colossus of 
armament firms” has been mixed up 
in géandals, bribery, and corruption. 
Germany has been very proud of. its 
Krupp’s and has had unbounded con- 
fidence ‘in the huge Essen factory. In 
the supreme test now being applied 
Krupp’s may fail the fatherland. 

Founded at Essen 102 years ago as 
a factory for the production of ‘“‘Eng- 
lish cast steel,” and employing only 
seventy workmen in 1848, this com- 

any now employs 70,000, of whom 
38,000 are. in the Essen steel works 
alone. The great Mannesmann iron 
and steel works at Dusseldorf, capital- 
ized at $5,000,000 has been absorbed 
into the Essen concern, bringing the 
comcuined sare and loan capital of 
Krupp’s up to $71,500,000. i 

As an indication of the extent of 
the Essen \yorks, itsmay be montion- 
ed that the plant is served by eighty 
miles of private railway, and that the 
traffic between the works ang the 
Prussiar sta‘e system average ode- 
tween fifty and sixty trains daily. 

The entire coal supply is-furnished 
by the company’s own collicries, 
which emplvy 10,000 men arc produce 
nearly 3,000,000 tons a -year. The 
firm’s iron ore mines employ 5,9 
men. The pig iron for the steel works 
is mostly supplied by the Friedrica- 
Alfred Hutte, another important unit 
of the Krupp organization. These 
famous iron works cover.nearly 700 
acres of land, and include seven plast 


furnaces. , 

The Annan steel works, anotheg 
Krupp anit, manufactures. oj 
and crucible steel castings for na 
purposes, ahd employs 1,000 mem. The 
Crusonwerke, at Maedgburg, te am 
other great branch, with 6,000 
manufacturing gun mountings, 
carriages and ammunition. The 
mania shipyard, at Kiel, is yet anoth 
er Krupp property, and now ranks 
among the three best establishments 
of its kind in the world. It has half a 
mile of water frontage, and cam a@ 
commodate . about ten of the largest 
vessels on the stocks at one time: 
besides ‘torpedoes and other smal 
craft. \ ‘ 

A novel branch of the Krapp em 
terprise is a press bureau. Four 
thousand newspapers, technical mag 
azines, reviews and books, besides a 
deluge of cuttings, are received ag 
the Essener Hof monthly. No publish 
3d report, article, or paragraph. deal 
ing with the subjects in which the 
many branches of the.Krupp estab 
lishment are interested faills.to reach 
the bureau. They are all indexed and 


filed. . 

The particulars—dimenst age, 
and location—of every siip war 
and practically every big gun i the 
world are carefully recorded at 
Krupp’s, where‘the German naval and 
military authorities have a mine’ of 
ready information. 

Lately this great firm has come um 
der a cloud of suspicion which ap 
pears to be thickening.

Production of Cows 


Some Will be Found to be Much More 
Profitable Than Others—Test 
: Will’ Tell . 

The Dominion department of agri- 
culture, dairy division, Ottawa, issues 
the following bulletin, under the head- 
ing of “Economical Machines.” 

“Has it impressed itself on your 
mind, as a practical man, selling farm 
crops in the form of milk through the 
medium of cows’ manufacturing ap- 
paratus, that possibly some of this ani- 
mated machinery needs. overhauling 
and closely examining? A new mach- 
ine, running more economically, may 
save a manufacturer ‘its cost several 
times over in a very short while. So 
if your cows were regarded in this 
light, some might be found to be very 
economical producers, and possibly 
tthe less said about the capacity of 
others the petter.’ — 

“Some/ cow testing figures givén to 
the dairy division, Ottawa, by dairy 
farmers prove that some herds of 
cows produce milk at a feed cost of 


$1.45 per 100 pounds, while close by | 


are other herds whose average feed 
cost of production is only 80 cents 
per 100 pounds of milk. Again, be- 
tween two cows in the same herd the 
cost of feed per pound of butter-fat is 
frequently found to vary as much as 
from 23 to 49 cents. 

What is of importance to the aver- 
age dairyman is this fact, that cow 
testing helps to put each cow in the 
herd on a good paying basis very 
quickly. A simple plan of weighing 
and testing each individual cow's milk 
soon discovers if any unit machines in 
the milk making factory are not in 
good economical running order., Then 
that makes $20 or $30 or more clear 
profit above thé cost.of feed. Does 
each one of your cows do that? It 
will pay you to find out.”
